Independent Action Decided Upon By 
the Friends of The White Metal — 
National Convention Will Meet the 
Same Day as the Populists—Brief 
Political Notes. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The silver con­ 
ference Thursday decided to put a na­ 
tional ticket in the field for the ap­ 
proaching presidential campaign. The 
national convention is to be held at 
St. Louis July 22, the same day as the 
meeting of the Populist national con­ 
vention. 
Senator Jones 
of 
Nevada, 
from the committee on resolutions, pre­ 
sented the following 
declaration 
of 
principles: 
“The paramount issue at this time in 
the United States is indisputably the 
money question. It is between the gold 
standard, gold bonds, and bank cur­ 
rency on the one side and the bimetallic 
standard, no bonds, and government 
currency on the other. 
1 
“On this issue we declare ourselves to 
be in favor of a distinctive American 
financial system. We are unalterably 
opposed to the single gold standard, 
and demand the immediate return to the 
constitutional standard of gold and sil­ 
ver, by the restoration by this govern­ 
ment, independently of any 
foreign 
power, of the unrestricted coinage of 
both gold and silver into standard mon­ 
ey, at the ratio of 16 to I, and upon 
term s of exact equality, as they existed 
prior to 1873; the silver coin to be a 
full legal tender, equally with gold, 
for all debts and dues, public and pri­ 
vate. 
“We hold that the power to control 
and regulate a paper currency is in­ 
separable from the 
power 
to 
coin 
m oney; and hence that all currency in­ 
tended to circulate as money should be 
issued, and its volume controlled, by 
th e general government only, and 
should be legal tender. 
“We are unalterably opposed to the 
issue by the United States of interest- 
bearing bonds in time of peace, and we 
denounce as a blunder worse than a 
crime the present treasury policy, con­ 
curred in by a Republican house, of 
plunging the country in debt by hun­ 
dreds -of millions in the vain attempt 
to maintain the gold standard by bor­ 
rowing gold; and we demand the pay­ 
m ent of all coin obligations of the Unit­ 
ed States, as provided by existing laws, 
in either gold or silver, at the option of 
the government and not at the option of 
the creditor.” 
The resolutions closed with the fol­ 
lowing appeal to the people: 
“Resolved, That, over and above all 
other questions of policy, we are in fa­ 
vor of restoring to the people of the 
United States the time-honored money 
of the constitution—gold 
and silver; 
not one, but both—the money of W ash­ 
ington and Hamilton, and Jefferson and 
Monroe, and Jackson and Lincoln, to 
the end that the American people may 
receive honest pay for an honest prod­ 
uce, the American debtor pay his just 
obligations in an honest standard, and 
not in a standard that is appreciated 
IOO per cent above the great staples of 
our country; and to the end, further­ 
more, that silver-standard countries 
may be deprived of the unnatural ad­ 
vantage they now enjoy in the differ­ 
ence in exchange between gold and sil­ 
ver—an advantage which 
the 
tariff 
legislation alone cannot overcome. 
“We therefore confidently appeal to 
th e people of the United States, that, 
leaving in abeyance for the moment all 
other questions, however 
important, 
even momentous, they may appear, and 
sundering, if need be, the former party 
affiliations, they unite in a supreme ef­ 
fort to free themselves and their chil­ 
dren from the domination of the money 
power—a power more destructive than 
any which has ever been fastened upon 
the civilized men in any race and in any 
age. 
And upon the consummation of 
their desires and efforts we invoke the 
gracious favor of Divine Providence.” 
The following is the report of the 
committee on organization: 
“That a 
convention of the qualified voters of the 
United States who believe in the prin­ 
ciples this day enunciated by this con­ 
ference, and who are willing to subordi­ 
nate party allegiance and fealty to those 
principles, and to support the nomi­ 
nees of the national convention provid­ 
ed for by this conference, shall be held 
a t the City of St. Louis, Mo., on the 22d 
day of July, A. D. 1896, at the hour of 12 
-o’clock noon. That the apportionment 
to such convention shall be one dele­ 
gate for each senator and representa­ 
tive in the United States congress from 
the several states, and one delegate for 
-each delegate in congress from the sev­ 
eral territories, 
and additional dele­ 
gates for the several states and terri­ 
tories based upon the silver strength as 
ascertained from 
the 
American Bi- 
meallic Union. 
“That this conference appoint a pro­ 
visional national committee, consisting 
of one member from each state and ter­ 
ritory, said committee to possess 
all 
powers usually possessed by national 
committees of political parties; 
said 
committee to serve until the holding of 
said national convention; said commit­ 
tee or a portion thereof appointed by 
this conference shall have full power to 
fill all vacancies, whether from the fail­ 
ure of this conference to appoint a full 
committee or from death, resignation, 
Or otherwise. 
Said committee shall 


have its 
Washington 
“The mode of selecting delegates to 
said national convention shall be 
as 
prescribed by the national committee, 
subject to the following regulations: 
“All delegates shall be elected 
at 
public convention or at public meetings, 
to be held either in the several states 
at large or in the several counties oi 
districts of such states, as the national 
committee may prescribe. 
“No person shall be eligible as a dele­ 
gate to any such convention or meeting, 
or shall sit as a delegate in said nation­ 
al convention, who is not in favor of 
the declaration of principles this day 
enunciated by this conference, and who 
Is not willing to subordinate party alle­ 
giance to the advancement of 
such 
principles, and to support the nominees 
)f said convention. 
“The national committee shall pro­ 
ceed at once to organize the several 
states and territories for the success of 
this movement” 
Dr. J. J. Mott of North Carolina was 
unanimously elected chairman of the 
national executive committee. A com­ 
mittee on finance—one from each state 
—was also elected. After a number of 
other speeches the silver conference ad­ 
journed.

BANKERS TO GET BO NDS. 


Said to 
New and Powerful Syndicate 
Have Been Formed. 
W ashington, Jan. 
24.—W hat was 
practically notice of the formation of 
a new syndicate to bid for the coming 
issue of United States bonds came in 
an unofficial way from the offices* of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. in New York yester­ 
day. 
The news was general that the 
chance of the success of the public loan 
was much jeopardized by the shortage 
of money throughout the country, ow­ 
ing to the general locking up of funds 
by banks and other similar institutions, 
and that a move was on foot to put the 
success of the loan beyond question by 
a combination of bankers in New York. 
The plan is for the syndicate to make 
a bid for about $40,000,000 at a price to 
be fixed at the last moment Then the 
individual members will bid further, 
each on his own judgment as to price, 
for a further sum of about $40,000,000. 
This last, when allotted, is to go into a 
pool, so that any that may be left out 
may still get some of the bonds, and 
thus all those in the deal will start 
even in the race for selling the securi­ 
ties.

Silver Senator* Sign a Declaration 
Their Principle* 
Washington, Jan. 24.—The Republic­ 
an silver senators have signed a declar­ 
ation which is intended to be used in 
the coming campaign as the demand 
I which the silver men will make for a 
plank in the Republican national con­ 
vention. In the preamble it is recited 
that the present financial system en­ 
dangers the industrial prosperity of the 
United States, which is threatened by 
China and Japan as a result of the de­ 
crease in the value of silver and the 
difference in exchange between silver 
and gold-using countries. 
It is therefore resolved that the sign­ 
ers favor the free and unlimited coin­ 
age of silver at a ratio of 16 to I for 
the purpose of obliterating this differ­ 
ence of exchange, which is declared to 
operate as a bounty on the export of 
products from silver-using countries to 
gold-using countries. It is also resolved 
that they favor a tariff which shall 
equalize the difference in the cost of 
labor between this country and 
the 
countries of Europe and Asia. 


GERM ANY'S POSITION. 


to Be 
Government’s Attitude on Silver 
Soon Explained. 
Berlin, Jan. 24.—In the reichstag yes­ 
terday Dr. Theodore Barth, Radical 
Unionist, asked Chancellor Hohenlohe 
if the government could make a state­ 
ment regarding the plan for summon­ 
ing an international monetary confer­ 
ence, which the federal governments 
have been considering. 
The prince replied th at he was not 
in position to give any information, but 
he hoped to be able to state shortly 
the attitude of the federal governments 
relative to the resolution adopted by 
the reichstag last February, which sum­ 
moned another international cbnference 
on the currency question and instruct­ 
ed the federal governments to issue in­ 
vitations for an international monetary 
congres sto take action for the rehabili­ 
tation of silver as a circulating medium.

Helena, Mont., Jan. 24.—Private ad­ 
vices received here by letter *are to the 
effect that the Indians

Chicago, Jan. 24.—Thursday was the 
field day of the National Manufactur­ 
ers’ Association, and a final adjourn­ 
ment of the convention was not reached 
until well along in the afternoon. Many 
resolutions were adopted, including one 
calling 
for a new 
cabinet 
office at 
Washington—that of the Department 
of Manufactures. 
At the opening of the convention, as 
President Dolan was 
not able to be 
present, Theodore C. Search of Phila­ 
delphia was made chairman pro tem. 
And immediately afterward he was an­ 
nounced by the nominating committee 
as their unanimous choice for the per­ 
manent occupant of that office, inas­ 
much as the president had positively 
declined a formal proffer of re-election. 
Mr. Search was acclaimed 
president 
amid much enthusiasm. On taking the 
chair he made a long and able address. 
The association’s new chief executive 
is the president of the John B. Stetson 
Hat Company, the biggest hat company 
in the world. 
The following resolutions were re­ 
ported by Mr. Fish, chairman of the 
committee on resolutions: 
“Resolved, That the National Asso­ 
ciation of Manufacturers of America 
respectfully and earnestly petition the 
congress of the United States to au­ 
thorize and direct the interstate com­ 
merce commission to prepare, or cause 
to be prepared, at the earliest possible 
time a classification of freight, which 
shall be uniform throughout the Unit­ 
ed States, and to order the same to be 
put in effect Jan. I, 1897, on all the 
railroads in the United States engaged 
in interstate commerce. 
“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that a department of manu­ 
factures be established under a sec­ 
retary of equal rank with secretary of 
agriculture. 
Whereas, Certain state laws impose 
upon 
so-called 
foreign 
corporations 
created by the authority of other states 
conditions sometimes severe and often 
inequitable, upon which alone the said 
corporation may do business 
in the 
states having such laws in operation, 
Resolved, That the executive com­ 
mittee be requested to consider what 
action, if any, should be taken to pre­ 
vent such obstruction of traffic between 
the states of this union. 
Whereas, The revenue of the federal 
government is not sufficient to meet 
its necessary and proper expenditures; 
therefore, 
Resolved, By the National Manufac­ 
turers’ Association of the United States, 
in convention assembled at Chicago, 
Jan. 22, 1896, that the senate of the 
United States be earnestly requested 
to pass promptly and send to the Presi­ 
dent the emergency revenue bill which 
was adopted by the house of repre­ 
sentatives. 
Resolved, That a copy of this resolu­ 
tion be forwarded by the secretary to 
every member of the senate. 
An amendment was put as follows 
by H. L. Storey of California, seconded 
by Mr. Holmes of Omaha: “That we 
but voice the agricultural sentiment of 
the great West and of the South as well 
when we insist that congress treat do­ 
mestic sugar as it does wool and all 
other agricultural products, and we de­ 
mand for the beet and cane sugar in­ 
dustries fair legislation and liberal en­ 
couragement.” 
Thus 
amended, the 
resolutions were adopted. 
Committee Chairman French intro­ 
duced the following as offered by Mr. 
Martin of Atlanta: 
“Whereas, One of the primary stated 
objects of this association is the pro­ 
motion of trade relations with Spanish 
and Latin-American republics, and 
“Whereas, A strongly indorsed move­ 
ment has been made looking to the es­ 
tablishment in the City of Mexico, with 
the co-operation of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment, of an industrial exposition 
permanent or otherwise, therefore be It 
“Resolved, That the president of the 
association be empowered to appoint 
a committee of three to investigate the 
practicability of such an exposition, and 
to report its decision to the executive 
committee, and with this information 
in hand the executive committee shal 
take final action regarding the matter. 
The resolution was adopted. 
W. P. Wilson introduced a resolution 
to more thoroughly organize the con­ 
sular service on a commercial basis, so 
as to compete with England, France 
Belgium and Germany, and calling con 
gress to provide for a complete con 
sular inspection in order to make it as 
efficient as possible. 
On motion of Mr. Fish the date of the 
next convention was left to the execu 
tive committee, it will he held at Phil­ 
adelphia.

Monroe 
Doctrine, Tariff 
and 
Finance Discussed in The Former 
—Question of Rules la the House— 
There Is Now Hope That the Dead 
Lock is Over. 


W ashington, Jan. 2l.—The three sub­ 
jects most prominently before the pub­ 
lic—the Monroe doctrine, finance, and 
tariff—each came in for consideration 
in the senate yesterday. 
Mr. Daniel of Virginia spoke for two 
hours in support of a vigorous uphold- 
ng of the Monroe doctrine as applica­ 
ble to Venezuela. Mr. Dubois of Idaho 
dealt with the silver phase of the finan­ 
cial question and Mr. W arren of Wy­ 
oming pointed out the disastrous effects 
of the tariff legislation of the last con­ 
gress on farm products in general, and 
on wool in particular. Aside from these 
speeches, the day developed little of 
importance. 
The president submitted during the 
day the report of the secretary of state 
concerning the treatm ent of American 
citizens in Turkey. 
Mr. Jones (Ark.) sought to secure 
unanimous consent for a vote on the 
pending bond silver bill next Thurs­ 
day, but at the request of senators he 
withdrew his request until today, when 
he will again seek to fix a time for clos­ 
ing the protracted debate on the bond 
silver measure. 
Mr. Mills (dem., Texas) introduced a 
jill in the senate to repeal the refund- 
ng act of 1870, and the specie payment 
resumption act of 1878. Mr. Mills said 
he would call up this bill today, and 
seek a vote on it. 
A resolution offered by Mr. Perkins of 
California was agreed to requesting the 
secretary of the interior to furnish In­ 
formation as to the extent of the illicit 
traffic in liquor in Alaska, and to sug­ 
gest remedial legislation. 
Mr. Vilas (dem., Wis.) reported fa­ 
vorably a bill to prevent the carrying 
n the mails of obscene literature from 
one state or territory to another. 
Mr. Call of Florida offered the follow- 
ng: “Resolved, That a special com­ 
mittee of seven senators shall be ap­ 
pointed, who shall be charged with the 
duty of inquiring into the imprisonment 
of Eugene V. Debs for an alleged con­ 
tempt of court and who shall report to 
the senate and recommend such legis­ 
lation as may be necessary for the en­ 
forcement of the law and protection of 
citizens from arbitrary and oppressive 
exercise of judicial power.” Mr. Call 
said he would call up the resolution 
today. 
At 5 o’clock the senate went into ex­ 
ecutive session and confirmed nomina­ 
tions.

TO BUBAK THS DEADLOCK. 


Hope the Trouble Over the Silver amdt 
Tariff BUI Is Nearly Ended. 
Washington, Jan. 24.—The Republic­ 
ans in the senate hope that the present 
deadlock over the silver and tariff bill 
is nearly at an end. It is only an in­ 
distinct hope, however, with them, for 
the Republicans do not control the sen­ 
ate, and cannot control it even when 
the two new senators from Utah and 
one from Delaware are seated. With 
all that additional strength they will 
have but one-half the senate when it 
comes to dividing on ordinary party 
lines, and when a division occurs on 
anything in which the silver interests 
are in any way affected they will have 
far less than one-half of the member­ 
ship of the senate. So it is only in the 
form of a hope that they are able to 
look upon the possibility of ending the 
deadlock produced by these two meas­ 
ures and getting them off the calendar. 
Senator Jones of Arkansas, who is in 
charge of the free-coinage substitute for 
the bond bill, said last evening that he 
should ask for a vote on the measure 
on Thursday of next week. 
By that 
time the Utah senators will be In their 
seats, and the silver men will thus have 
two additional votes. The Utah mem­ 
bers are expected to stand in line for 
silver. Whether they will be able to 
pass the free-coinage substitute for the 
bond proposition is still uncertain. 
There are a good many Democratic sen­ 
ators who feel that the bond bill ought 
to pass, and some of the less extreme 
silver men on the Republican side are 
also of that opinion. So the silver men, 
although they have a strong majority 
in the senate, are not absolutely confi­ 
dent that they will be able to pass the 
free-coinage substitute. There is rea­ 
son to hope that when the bond silver 
bill is out of the way Senator Jones of 
Nevada will permit the tariff bill to 
come out of the committee and be taken 
up in the senate. 
He Is holding It 
there now by bis refusal to agree to it 
without the increase in the sugar duty, 
but there is good reason to believe that 
he will not insist in keeping it In the 
committee indefinitely on this account.

RU SSI A # WITH TURKEY. 


Offensive and Defensive Alliance said to 
Be Established. 
London, Jan. 24.—A dispatch to the 
Pall Mall Gazette from Constantinople, 
dated Wednesday, says an offensive 
and defensive alliance has been con­ 
cluded between Russia and Turkey. The 
treaty was signed at Constantinople 
and the ratifications were exchanged at 
St. Petersburg between Aarej Pasha 
and the czar. The basis of the treaty 
is declared to be on the lines of the 
Unkiar-Skelessi agreement of 1833, by 
which Turkey promised, in the event 
of Russia going to war, to close the 
Dardanelles to warships of all nations.

am ount of w orkm anship put on the 
weapon. 
W hat th e Form s Indicate. 
The question may be asked, w hat i 
th e age of these implem ents? We can 
merely say we do not know. 
On the 
bank of 
the Nile there is an instru­ 
m ent called the altom eter, which reg­ 
isters the am ount of deposit caused by 
th e annual overflow of th a t river. Now 
th is annual deposit or stratum on the 
plains of 
the Nile is and has been 
nearly the same each year.

Before I got through with 
my witnesses I proved that my client 
•was a most notorious thief, who was 
never known to neglect an opportunity 
to steal something, no 
matter 
how 
trifling it might be. Then I called a 
couple of physicians, proved the exist­ 
ence of a mental disorder known as 
kleptomania, read some authorities to 
show that it was a good defense 
if 
proved, and submitted my case.

old preacher was acquitted, and there­ 
after stole with impunity, for he con­ 
sidered his acquittal in the face of facts 
equivalent to a license to steal.”
